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Scud Attack Kills Local Man 


——— He was married only 2 days before leaving for Dahran—— 


For the first time in history, we 
watched a war from our easy chairs, in 
front of our television sets. From start 
to finish, many people (including my- 
self) were glued to the television dur- 
ing every free moment they had. 

Never in history has a war of such 
magnitude lasted such a short time, or 
seen so few allies killed compared to 
the tens of thousands of enemy soldiers 
who died (mainly by air attack). 

One of those few Americans who 
were killed was a Romulus man, and 
he, too, died in an air attack. He was 
not, however, the victim of an airplane 
bombing run; rather, he was killed by 
a Scud missile. 

i The Scud, as it is called, was pro- 
duced by the Soviets, and its name, 
when translated into English, means 
“joke” (at least, that is what one source 
told me). Maybe so, but one family that 
isn’t laughing is the family of Stanley 
Walter “Bart” Bartusiak, who was killed 
because he was at the wrong place at 
the wrong time, along with several oth- 
ers who were in the barracks where the 
single missile hit. 

“Bart” Bartusiak, as many liked to 
call him, was on inactive duty (he had 
previously served six years of active 
duty in the United States Army) when 
he was notified to report for active duty 
within seven days of the notice. 

Bart was originally from Calumet 
City, Illinois, but had lived in this area 
for quite some time, and it was here 
that he fell in love with Diana Lambert 
(no relation to City Councilman Russell 
Lambert). : 

When Bart received his notice to 
return to active duty, he and Diana de- 
cided to get married, and they did just 
that on January 28 of this year. Bart 
shipped out to Dharan, Saudi Arabia, 
only two days later (January 30), where 
he was awaiting assignment to a per- 
manent unit. He had only been there a 
short six days when, on February 25, a 
stray Scud missile took his life and left 
his new bride a widow. 

No, Bart was not a National hero; 
he was trained as a mechanic by the 
military and was simply doing what 
hundreds of thousands of other troops 
were doing: serving their country. Un- 
fortunately, he didn’t live long enough 
to do the job he was sent to do. 

When Diana was first notified of her 
husband’s death, she planned to have | 
amemorial service for him.in the'club: , 


house of the apartment complex where 
they had lived, but, before the planned 
date, Mayor Beverly McAnally offered 
the use of City Hall for the memorial, 
and the offer was accepted. 

On March 3, approximately 200 or 
more people came to pay their respects 
to the family, including City Council- 
men Russ Lambert, Ellis Pennington, 
Fred ‘Junior’ Block, and Mayor Pro 
Tem Randy Gear (who was dressed in 
his military uniform), and newly ap- 
pointed Romulus Denuty Police Chief 
David Early. 

One member of the family said that 
she wanted to. publicly thank Mayor 
McAnally; the Mayor’s secretary, Betsey 
Brown; Julie A. Merritt of the Comfort 


Inn; and.all those:listed above. - 






As usual, there is always someone 
who makes a fool of himself and, in this 
case, the “fool” turned out to be a tele- 
vision reporter. All of the news media 
(us included) were asked not to take 
pictures after the ceremony began, and 
almost everyone there respected the 
family’s wishes, but one reporter in 
particular rudely disregarded the fam- 
ily’s request, and several of the mourn- 
ers were insulted.

USO Collection: 
$1,351.41

When you need something done, 
turn the job over to someone who really 
cares and hope they live in Romulus. 
Romulus is one of the best towns in 
the world for helping people in need, 
and its citizens have shown that once 
again. 

Ron Brugger, the owner of Romulus 
Auto Supply, Romulus Video, and Rom- 
ulus Tanning, got the idea of raising 
money to support the United Service 
Organization (USO) and some support 
group in Romulus or one that works 
with Romulus. 

The final total was $1,351.41, and 
that amount will be split between the 
USO and a support group. 

Brugger, who is constantly buying 
something to help kids or other organi- 
zations in Town, got the idea of putting 
American flags on five-gallon water 
bottles and putting those bottles in key 
locations throughout the City to try to 
collect money for the support of our 
troops in the Middle East and their 
families at home. 

The ironic thing about the collec- 
tion effort is that, although the amount 
collected in the time allotted was very 
good, Brugger could almost have do- 
nated that same amount because of 
the expense of setting'up the program. 
He paid $4 per bottle, over a dollar each 
for the flags, and over $600 in advertis- 
ing, and then donated an additional 
$200 after the bottles were picked up. 
(The actual amount that was collected 
was $1151.41.)

Clerk Wants | 
Lot Fee Raised

At the last meeting of the Romulus 
City Council, City Clerk Linda Choate 
announced that she would like to see 
the cost of lots in the City’s cemetery 
raised from $225 to $400, citing the ex- 
cessively high cost of opening and 
closing a grave, along with the cost of 
caring for the cemetery, as the primary 
reasons for the increase. 

Everything that Choate cited was 
reasonable, according to City Council- 





man Jimmie C. Raspberry, except for 
the cost of the cemetery’s upkeep. He 
said that the cemetery has been there 
for many years, and that it doesn’t cost 
any more to maintain an occupied lot 
than it does one that is not occupied. 
He and other members of the Council 
basically agreed that the cost of open- 
ing and closing graves was raising at 
an alarming rate, mainly because of the 
overtime paid to Department of Public 
Works (DPW) employees when some: 
one must be buried on a Saturday or 
Sunday. 

In.a recent interview with Council- 
men Raspberry and Ellis Pennington, 
Raspberry told me that, since people 
can’t necessarily choose the day or 
time of their death, it really isn’t their 
fault if they must be buried at a time 
when overtime must be paid to an em- 
ployee. Pennington suggested that, if 
the opening and closing of a grave is 
getting that expensive, then someone 
should try to find out if, possibly, there 
aren’t some kind of grants available to 
help take care of the added costs, since 
our cemetery is a historical site and 
should be treated as such. 

must agree with Raspberry: to raise 
the cost of a cemetery lot from $225 to 
$400 might stop some people from be- 
ing able to purchase them. It seems to 
me that the cost of the grave should 
have nothing to do with the cost of the 
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Opening and closing of that grave. That 
should be taken care of through the 
deceased person’s insurance, as are 
the vault and marker unless prior ar- 
rangements have been made for those 
items. 

Choate said that we are running out 
of space in the cemetery, but it was 
also brought up that the City recently 
acquired an additional acre of land ad- 
joining the present cemetery. 

It is agreed that, unless we intend 
to bury people in an upright position 
(as was brought up several years ago), 
we are Surely running out of space for 
graves. Of course, there is other land 
adjoining the cemetery that could be 
purchased, but I do not know what the 
cost of that land is. 

Raising the price of lots in the City 
cemetery could be a bad move because 
of the income of many residents. On 
the other hand, other cemeteries are 
constantly raising the cost of their lots 
— but they are privately owned, not 
owned by the City. 

It appears that further discussion 
is needed before any move on this mat- 
ter takes place, and, to make sure that 
such discussion and research occurs, 
Councilman Pennington moved to table 
the issue for now, and the Council ap- 
proved the motion. 

It is my opinion that the Council, 
Clerk, and Mayor should give this mat- 
ter an exceptional amount of thought 
before taking action, since their deci- 
sion could cause a few (if not many) 
people even more hardship than they 
are already experiencing. (1

PA 25: What’s It 
All About? 


By Art McPharlin, Administrative Assis- 
tant to the Superintendent, Romulus 
Community Schools 

Ten months ago, the Michigan Leg- 
islature passed education /aw to help 
schools and school districts improve 
their quality of education in several 
areas. The law requires all school build- 
ings and school districts to design and 








implement a three-to-five-year school 


improvement plan. Each of our schools 


has formally initiated a school improve- 


ment plan and the District has.a formal 
District-wide improvement process. 

Every school in the State will be re- 
quired to become accredited. Accredi- 
tation includes meeting certain State 
standards related to organization, cur- 
riculum, staff certification, facilities, 
and school improvement. Schools that 
do not meet minimum standards may 
be closed. 

The State is also developing a Core 
Curriculum in the areas of language 
arts, mathematics, science, social stud- 
ies, art, health, and physical education. 
School districts may.adopt the State’s 
model for their Core Curriculum or de- 
velop their own. The curriculum offered 
must be tied to student outcomes. Skills 
that students must master are tested 
in an objective way to insure validity. 

The last requirement of PA 25 is that 
each school must prepare, and report 
at a public meeting, its status for the 
following areas: 

1) its school improvement plan, 
2) student achievement results, 
3) student retention and dropout rate, 
4) quality of special programs, 


5) percentage of parents who attend — 


parent-teacher conferences, 
6) accreditation status of the school, 
and 


7) the implementation plan-for the core - 


curriculum. 

Our school district has started pro- 
cedures to fulfill the requirements of 
PA 25. We will keep the public informed 
about this most complex education 
law.

This resulted in the fact that the sus- 
pects were apprehended and a good 
portion of the contents of my briefcase 
were recovered. Had there been any 
delay, this already painful incident 
would have been much worse and my 
losses would have been substantially 
larger. 

| had no reason to believe in a favor- 
able outcome as the victim of a crime 
in the Detroit area. The Romulus Police 
have restored my faith in police officers. 
They exercised excellent judgment and 
resourcefulness in identifying the sus- 
pects and apprehending them. 

The police officers minimized the 
effects of this matter on me by contin- 
uing and expediting the recovery of the 
stolen property. Any time delay would 
have eliminated the possibility of a 
recovery. 

It was definitely refreshing to see 
the efforts that were made on behalf 
of the victim. 

| wish to thank the witness who 
came forward, all of the officers in- 
volved, and especially Officer Kenneth 
Landstrom for an excellent job well 
done.
